Sometimes the smallest peo- 
ple have the biggest hearts. 
Although nine-year-old Ashley 
Branch almost appeared too lit- 
tle for her adult sized chair at a 
local salon, she was determined 
to make a big difference in 
another kid’s life. 

Branch, who is currently in 
the fourth grade, decided to get 
into the holiday spirit this year 
by doing what she could to 
improve the life of a stranger 
who she will never meet. On. 
Dec. 27, she donated 10 inches 
of her hair to Locks of Love. 

“My aunt has cancer and I 
realized that little kids have can- 
cer too,” said Branch. 

Locks of Love is a non-profit 
charity organization which col- 
lects donations of hair for the 
purpose of making wigs. These 
wigs are then freely distributed 
to kids under age 18 who suffer 
from debilitating illnesses that 
result in hair loss. In most 
cases, this is caused by a condi- 
tion called alopecia areata, Hair 
loss also often occurs as a side 
effect of cancer treatment.

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Snowmobilers 
turned off by erratic 
snow conditions, 
slow economy

This year’s snowmobile sea- 
son is off to a shaky start, and 
local officials are worried that 
the consequence could be anoth- 
er slow winter tourist season, 

Despite strong efforts from the 
AuSable Valley Snowmobile 
Association to establish and 
maintain trails, there is mounting 
‘concern that shifting snow con- 
ditions and a slow economy will 
keep tourists off their sleds this 
winter. 

“It’s the economics of the 
State. That’s even more of an 
effect than the snow,” said 
AuSable Valley Snowmobile 
Association (AVSA) President 
Rich Filley. 

The AVSA started grooming 
trails for this season on Dec. 2. 
Since then, over 1,156 miles of 
trails have been groomed, requir- 
ing 172 man hours. Despite 
these efforts, the trails have been 
less busy than was hoped for at 
this point in the season, even on 
days when the weather condi- 
tions were ideal. 

“We're not seeing the traffic, 
even on the weekends,” said 
Filley. .

Although it is still early in the 


ward trend. 

Many local businesses, espe- 
cially gas stations, motels and 
restaurants, count on winter 
snowmobile traffic as a source of 
income. 

“It’s a huge economic impact 
to this area,” said Filley. 

With what appears to be a 
decline in tourist ‘activity, these 
businesses may be feeling the 
pinch. 

“Last season, there were 
35,000 less trail permits sold 
(statewide). than the season 
before,” said Filley. 

These numbers are particular- 
ly troubling because funds from 
trail permit sales provide for the 
grant money that allows for the 
trails to be groomed in the first 
place. 

Of course, the snow conditions 
Jast season were some of the 
worst in years, with a solid base 
of snow failing to emerge until 
well into January. Nonetheless, 
it is difficult to dismiss the 
cumulative impact of a slow 
Michigan economy and rising 
gas prices. 

“At premium, you’re looking 
at $50 fills on a snowmobile. It’s 
a substantial amount of mojey,” 
said Filley, who noted that show- 
mobiling is traditionally a blue- 
collar driven sport.

Ridership continues to rise on busses

The Crawford County 
Transportation System marked a 
banner year in 2007, providing 
transportation to hundreds of 
people due to high gas prices and 
and the slow economy. 


‘Ridership continues to grow: 


for the Crawford County 
Transportation System. For 
example, in October, they trans- 
ported 11,308 people, including 
587_wheel chair lifts and 566 
seniors. The busses traveled over 
48,000 miles. . 

Ridership continues _to 
inérease by 1,000 people per 
month since October of 2005. 

“We are the sole transportation 
' fof so many people in this coun- 
ty,” said Julee Dean, the execu- 
tive director for the Crawford 
County Transportation System. 
“We do it all.” 

In addition to taking people to 
work and running errands, the 
transportation system’s busses 
also go on specialized runs daily. 

Five days a week, Crawford 
County Transportation System 
vans take local residents to the 
Biederman Cancer Center in 
Traverse City for chemotherapy 
treatment. Three days a week, the 
transportation system transports 
patients to the Dialysis Services 
of Gaylord for treatment. The 
bus system also _ transports 
Grayling Nursing Center resi- 
dents to appointments in 
Gaylord, Traverse City and

Petoskey. 

The transportation system 
delivers hundreds of meals, for 
the Crawford County 
Commission on Aging, to resi- 
dents in South Branch and 
Beaver Creek Townships. 

“We do the outskirts in the 
county and we deliver all the 
meals,” Dean said. 

In addition, the transportation 
system does monthly Out to 
Lunch trips for the seniors, and 
provides trips to the casinos in 
Petoskey and Traverse City. 

The transportation system also 
delivers packages and flowers for 


local businesses. 

Busses also take youngsters to 
and from the Headstart programs 
in Grayling and Frederic. Parents 
also rely on the busses to get 
about 3,500 children to early and 
late sports practices and to 
school. 

The Crawford County 
Transportation System recently 
received two new busses through 
a Michigan Department of 
Transportation grant program. 

Aging busses, however, will be 
kept in the fleet until newer 
busses arrive through the same 
state program.

Combating sky- high oil prices" 


With gasoline, diesel fuel and 
home heating oil near record 
high prices, Michigan families 
are feeling the squeeze. High 
energy prices add to the cost of 
almost everything in our daily 
lives—the gasoline in our cars: 
and trucks, air travel, heating 
bills, generating electricity, and 
manufacturing countless indus- 
trial and consumer products. 

To try to get to the botiom of 
why these prices are skyrocket- 
ing, I chaired a hearing this 
month of the Permanent 
Subcommittee on Investigations 
into sky-high oil prices, caused 
in part by excessive speculation 
in the oil markets. It is one in a 
series of hearings and reports 
my subcommittee has produced

Resolve to vote in 
state’s primary 
election on Jan. 15 


Secretary of State Terri Lynn 
Land urges all registered voters 
to take part in the state’s presi- 
dential primary election on Jan. 
15, 2008, and let their voices be 
heard. ; 

Anyone who registered to 
vote in Michigan by Dec. 17 
may participate. No additional 
registration is necessary for this 
primary. | 

At the polls, voters will be 
required to state in writing 
which ballot they wish to 
receive—Republican or 
Democratic. On absentee ballot 
applications, they must check a 
box to request the desired bal- 
lot. Voters who only wish to 
participate in one of the special 
elections taking place in 43 of 
Michigan’s counties on Jan. 15, 
may do so by asking for a “no 
party declaration” ballot, which 
does not include presidential 
candidates. 

There is no party member- 
ship requirement to participate 
in the primary and voting a par- 
ticular ballot does not register 
the voter as a member of that 
party. 

Some presidential candidates 
voluntarily withdrew their 
names from the Democratic 
ballot. No Republican candi- 
dates opted out and all are list- 
ed on that’ party’s ballot. On 
either ballot, a voter may vote 
“Uncommitted” rather than for 
any listed candidate. 

Michigan’s voter [D law is in 
effect. Properly registered vot- 
ers that do not bring acceptable 
ID, such as a Michigan driver’s 
license, personal ID card or 
other current ID document, 
need only sign an affidavit stat- 
ing they do not have ID to 
obtain a ballot. 

As a registered voter, you 


_ May obtain an absentee voter 
‘ballot if you are: age-60 years 


old or older, physically unable 
to attend the polls without the 
assistance of another, 
expecting to be out of town on 
election day, in jail awaiting 
arraignment or trial, unable to 
attend the polls due to religious 
reasons or appointed to work as 
an election inspector in a 
precinct outside your precinct 
of residence. 

You must request an absentee 
voter ballot by mailing the 
application offered online at 
www. Michigan.gov/vote, a let- 
ter, 2 postcard, or a pre-printed 
application form obtained from 
your local clerk's office. Your 
request must contain one of the 
six statutory reasons stated 
above and your signature. 

For the Jan. 15 election, you 
must indicate whether you wish 
to receive a Democratic or 
Republican ballot. Either 
check the box provided on the 
application form or write out 
the party name in your letter or 
postcard.

ticipate in a Jan. 15 local spe- 
cial election, and not the pri- 
mary, may do so by asking for a 
“no party declaration” ballot 
that does not include presiden- 
tial candidates. 

To receive an absentee ballot 
by mail, you must submit -an 
absentee ballot application to 
your township or city clerk by 2 
p.m. Saturday, Jan. 12, 2008. 
You also have until 4 p.m. 
Monday, Jan. 14, to vote in per- 
son in your clerk’s office. If 
emergency circumstances exist, 
the deadline for absentee voting 
may be extended up until 4 p.m. 
on Election Day. 

In 1912, legislation creating 
the first presidential primary in 
Michigan was enacted. The 
presidential primary law was 
repealed in 1931 and then 
reestablished in 1972, 
Legislators repealed the pri- 
mary again in 1983 and 
restored it in 1988. In 2003, the 
Legistature voted to cancel the 
presidential primary scheduled 
for 2004 because circumstances 
rendered it unnecessary to 
either party’s nomination 
process. 

The record for the most votes 
gamered by a candidate in a 
single Michigan presidential 
primary election, which was 
809,239, was set by Democrat 
George Wallace on May 16, 
1972--the day after Wallace 
was shot and seriously wound- 
ed in an assassination attempt. 
The highest number of votes 
ever received by a Republican 
candidate in a presidential pri- 
mary was 690,180 by then- 
president Gerald Ford in 1976. 

The record for the most vot- 
ers participating in a single 
presidential primary in 
Michigan was set in 1972, 
when 1,934,357 votes were 
recorded, 

The smallest margin of vic- 
tory in a Michigan presidential 
primary occurred in 1976 when 
Jimmy Carter edged fellow 
Democrat Morris Udall 
307,559 to 305,134, a differ- 


_ence of 2,425 votes. 


Automotive icon Henry Ford 
won the state’s Republican 
presidential primary in 1916 
and its Democratic presidential 
primary in 1924. 

Entrepreneur Donald Trump 
was the only candidate that 
qualified to appear on 
Michigan’s 2000 presidential 
primary ballot as a Reform 
Party candidate. He received 
2,164 votes. 

The Jan. 15, 2008 election is 
only the 11th state-sponsored 
presidential primary in 
Michigan history.

(OMH) and N’Orthopedics’ Dr. 
Louis Habryl is among the first 
surgeons in the country to be 
trained in the new Birmingham 
Hip Resurfacing (BHR) tech- 
nique. 

Rather than replacing the entire 


hip joint, as in a total hip replace- — 


ment, hip resurfacing simply 
shaves and caps a few centimeters 
of bone within the joint. 

The bone-conserving approach 
of. the Birmingham Hip 
Resurfacing System preserves 
more of the patient’s natural bone 
structures and’ stability, covering 
the joint’s surfaces with an all- 
metal implant that more closely 
resembles a tooth cap than a hip 
implant. 

This approach reduces the post- 
operative risks of dislocation and 
inaccurate leg length, and because 
the all-metal implant is made 
from tough, smooth cobalt 
chrome, ‘it has the potential to last 
longer than traditional hip 
implants.

“I see hip resurfacing | as the 
ideal solution for many of my 
young, active patients who suffer 
from hip pain. As my patients are 
getting younger and younger, and 
are staying physically active much 
later in life, I’ve needed an alter- 
native to total hip replacement 
that accommodates their age and 
lifestyle. The Birmingham Hip 
Resurfacing System is that alter- 
native,” said Habryl. oo 

The Birmingham Hip implant is 
intended for patients suffering 
from hip pain due to osteoarthritis 
(wear and tear arthritis), dysplasia 
(hip that has a deformity from 
birth), or avascular necrosis 
(results when reduced blood cir- 
culation starves the bones that 
form the hip joint), and for whom 
total hip replacement may not be 
appropriate, due to their increased 
level of physical activity. For this 
reason, most surgeons feel it will 
be ideal for patients under age 65 
with active lifestyles. . 

While the BHR. implant clesely 


matches the size of a patient’s nal- 


ural femoral head (hip ball), it is. 
substantially larger than the 
femoral head of a traditional total 
hip replacement implant.

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This increased size translates to 
gréater stability in the new joint, 
and it decreases the chance of dis- 


location of the implant ater 4 sur- 


gery. 

Dislocation is one of the lead- 
ing causes of implant failure after 
total hip replacement. 

Total hip replacement involves 
the removal of the entire femoral 
head and neck, | 

The Birmingham Hip resurfac- 
ing technique, however, leaves the 
head and neck. It is this neck 
length and angle that determines 
the natural length of a patient’s 


leg after surgery, and since it is 


hot removed and replaced with an 
artificial device during the resur- 
facing procedure, there is a 
greater likelihood of maintaining 
accurate leg length. 

The Birmingham Hip implant is 
an all-metal ball and socket joint. 
Traditional hip replacements use a 
metal ball and a plastic socket. 

As would be assumed, this plas- 
tic socket wears down over time, 
and may need to be replaced sur- 
gically. In fact, it is one of the 
leading causes of follow-up sur- 
geries. All-metal total hip replace- 
ments can possibly reduce joint 
wear by 97 percent compared to 
total hip implants containing these 
plastic sockets.

sufficiently thick before ventur- 
ing out onto the lake. 

“I like a good three to four 
inches before I: feel comfort- 
able,” said Miles. 

It’s easy enough to test the 
thickness of the ice with an 
auger or drill, but when unsure, 
there are plenty of people in the 


' area who are happy to help. 


"If you can talk to someone in 
the area who knows the ice con- 


. ditions, that’s the safest thing,” 


said Millikin, who noted. that 
professionals at Skip’s and other 
sporting goods shops are a great 
source of information about the 
ice conditions at most pee 
fishing lakes. 

On questionable ice, some 
easy safety procedures are also 
recommended. Millikin recom- 
mends bringing a boat cushion 
style floatation device out onto 
the ice. It. will keep a fisherman 
buoyant in the case of an emer- 
gency, and it also makes for a 
good seat. 

“It’s a really small and easy 
thing to carry, so it doesn’t get in 
the way,” said Millikin. 

Both experts ernphasized that, 
above all, it is important to use 


common sense on the ice. 


Paying attention to one’s sur- 

roundings and the conditions aré 

essential. . 
Miles added that adventurous 


fishermen who insist: on’ hitting 


the ice in the very early season 


will often carry ice picks with 


thein on the lake. They can use 
these to help pull themselves 
onto the ice should they fall 
through. At. this time of year, 
however, there is really very lit- 
tle risk of breaking through the 
ice. . 
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enough to walk on now,” said 
Millikin. 
Choosing Your Gear 

Once you get out onto the ice, 
it’s important to have the right 
equipment. First, remember that 
persons over age 16 need to have 
a fishing license. . ‘This can be 
picked up at most sporting goods 
stores, 

Spending hours on the ice can 


also get very cold. Miles recom- - 


mends bringing some kind of 
portable heat source. A fish 
finder device will also help to 
make the experience much easi- 
er. 
Beyond these basic tips, it’s a 
good idea to talk to a friend or a 
representative at a-local sporting 


goods store to find out which — 


gear is best suited to your style 
and level of expertise. 

Millikin estimates that it 
would cost no more than $20-25 
to buy the basic equipment to get 
Started, 

“It's still a fairly inexpensive 
sport ....and it can be full family 
enjoyed,” said Millikin.
